Many broken legs, arms, and ribs, and 
some fractured skulls were the result, 
Fifteen of the wounded have siuce died. 


There now appears to be a probability 
of an carly settlement of the Washing- 
ton monument difheulties.

A witness testified before the Louis- 
iana auditoriol committee at New Or- 
Jeans that the missing books of the 
State auditor's ofice were packed up 
and delivered to Marshal Pitkin and 
chief deputy Stockton at the custom- 
house. The committee called on Mar 
shal Wharton, who promised to institute 
n search and restore to the State any 
missing records found inthe custom- 
house. Experts report that nearly 
$156.000 are in the hands of tax collec- 
tors audited but not paid into the State 
tyecsury. 


In Tamaroa, Illinois, Monday, Mar 
shal Cargan and constable James Tay- 
lor attempted to arrest Barney Dyer, a 
rough «“haracter. Dyer resisted, aided 
hy his brother and Henry and Charles 
Winthrop. A melee eusued, and knives 
and pistols were used. Charles Win. 
throp was killed. Henry Winthrop 
wos shot in the abdomen and stabbed in 
the back. Ho cannot recover, Mar- 
shal Cargun was cut in the neck and 
constable Tay'or stabbed several times 
in the back. Tho Dyer brothers were 
finally arrested. 


The July interest on the Louisiana 
State bonds was paid Monday, and 
prompt payment of future interest is 
probable. The Nickgtls government 
has already collected as large an amount 
of taxes as was collected the whole of 
last year. It is estimated the collec- 
tions for the last quarter aggregate five 
hundred thousand dollars, The report 
of the cummissioners of the consolida. 
ted debt of New Orleans shows a redac 
tion of the bonded and floating, debt 
during six months of over seven hun- 
dred and forty thousand. dollars. 


Another heavy storm swept through 
northern and central Ohio and Indiana 
Monday evening and yesterday. At 
Elkhart, Indiana, six houses were 
leveled and four others partially des. 
troyed.: Wm. Walters was blown out 
of his house and dangerously injured. 
Several others were badly injured by 
falling timbers. At Kingsberry, Ins 
diana. the dwelling of Mrs. Barney was 
demolished and four persons killed. W. 
Fletcher, of Clinton, was killed by a 
falling root. Threo meu were struck 
by lightning, aud one instantly killed. 


Tur recent election in Charleston, 
S. C, despite the fact that the Re- 
publicans refused to puta ticket in 
the field, was largely participated in 
by the colored people. Tbus we ob. 
served that the “rallying committee” 
included colored voters aa well as 
whito, and that 300 ofthe 1,259 Dem- 
ogratic ba'lots in one ward, and 178 
ofthe 826 in another, werecast by 
colored voters. In the aggregate 
the colored voters seem to bave cast 
about. the same proportion of the to- 
tal Democratic vote as their repre- 
sentation on tho ticket of the whole 
list—tbreo out of seven. This cer- 
taivly affords a good basis for a col- 
ored Democratic element.

rooms were nearly full of people all day 
long. At 2 o'clock the steamboat train 
left with quite a number o le.
